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DECLARES HIMSELF 
ON MONROE DOCTRINE. 


President Speaks to a Great Meeting 


in Chicago 


Auditorium. 


Thousands of People Mass Outside the Building— 
cArrival in the Windy Cily and Events of the Day. 
Speaks at Northwestern University and Receives Degree 
at the University of Chicago.

HICAGO, April 2.—Six thousand 

people in a hall, the seating capac- 

ity of which is but 6000, gave en- 
couragement to the President when he 
stepped upon the stage of the Audito- 
rium tonight. The great buliding has 
held many a throng, but never one that 
was more unstinted in its applause for 
any man than the crowd that filled it 
tonight. From the first floor to the 
roof, it was packed to its utmost capac- 
ity. Every seat was occupied, and al- 
though the aisles were kept clear, all 
the space in the lobbies and on the 
stairways was taken, and even the 
passageways leading to the hall from 
the lower floor was jammed with hun- 
dreds of men who were utterly unable 
to hear a word of the President's ad- 
dress. All that came to them was the 
roar of applause from within, and with 
such loyal tongues did they accept 
their cue that several times they were 
giving vent to cheers when those on the 
inside had died away, and the President 
had resumed his address. Twice dur- 
ing the evening Chief of Police O'Neal 
was compelled to send word to the pa- 
triots without the door that they must 
cheer in better time, or he would be 
compelled to clear the stairway. 

In the street outside, for more than 
an hour before the time set for the 
opening of the President's address 
small assemblies of policemen were 
kept busy. Thousands of people filled 
Wabash avenue in the rear of the audi- 
torium, jammed Michigan avenue in 
front of it, and blockaded to the best of | 
its ability Congress street, which runs 
at the side of it. The officers were 
stretched in double line along all the 
walks immediately adjoining the build- 
ing, and no person who could not ex- 
hibit credentials entitling him to ad- 
miasion to the hall was permitted upon 


his address, was ofa to 
test the patience of the police without 
and within. 

When the President, escorted by the 
members of the local committee, ap- 
peared on the platform, he was met 
with great enthusiasm, the vast crowd 
rising to its feet and supplementing its 
hearty cheers with waving programmes 
and fluttering handkerchiefs. The 
President acknowledged his reception 
with repeated bows, and took his seat 
between Franklin MacVeagh, the 
chairman of the cotnmittee, and Mayor 
Harrison. As soon as his voice could 
be heard. Mr. MacVeagh in a few 
words announced that the nation’s 
Chief Executive would be made wel- 
come to the city by Mayor Harrison, 
who then spoke briefly, extending to 
the President a hearty welcome and 
expressing the pleasure felt by the 
people of Chicago at his visit, and 
offering to him their best wishes for a 
happy and pleasant trip during his 
two months of vacation. 

The President bowed his thanks to 
Mayor Harrison, and to Mr. Mac- 
Veagh who introduced him to his 
audience, and expressed his pleasure at 
the cordial reception extended to him 
on the first stop of his long trip, and 
then, turning directly to the audience 
in front of him, proceeded in his percul- 
larly energetic manner to deliver his 
address. He had some difficulty in 
commencing, for the reason that the 
cheers that had greeted his first ap- 
pearance in the hall, burst forth with 
renewed vigor, and it was several 
minutes before he was able to pro- 
ceed. The address throughout was re- 
ceived in the most cordial manner, and 
with as much approval for the manner 
in which it was delivered, as for the 
matter, which it contained. 

THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

The address was as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle-. 
men: Today I wish to speak to you, 
not merely about the Monroe doctrine, 
but about our entire position in the 
Western Hemisphere—a position so pe- 
cullar and predominant that out of it 
has grown the acceptance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine as a cardinal feature of 
our foreign policy; and in particular 
I wish to point out what has been done 
during the lUfetime of the last Con- 
gress to make good our position in 
accordance with this historic policy. 

Ever since the time when we defi- 
nitely extended our boundaries west- | 
ward to the Pacific and southward 
the Gulf, since the time when the o 
Spanish and Portuguese colonies to the | 


_gouth of us asserted their independ- 


ence, our nation has insisted that be-. 
cause of its primacy in strength 
among the nations of the Western | 
Hemisphere it has certain duties and 
responsibilities which obi it to take 
a leading part thereon e hold that 
our interests in this hemisphere are 
greater than those of any European | 
power possibly can be, and that our 
duty to ourselves and to the weaker 
republice who are our neighbors re- 
quires us to see that none of the great 
military powers from across the seas 
shall encroach upon the territory of | 
the American republics or acquire con- | 
tol thereover. 
ISTHMIAN CANAL. 

This policy, therefore, not only for- 
bids us to acquiesce in such territo:, 
rial acquisition, but also causes us 
to object to the acquirement of a con- 


tre! which would tn ite effect be equal

to territorial aggrandizgement. This is 
why the United States has steadily: 
believed that the construction of the 
great iethmian canal, the building of 


which is to stand as the greatest ma’ 
terial feat of the twentieth century 
— greater than any similar feat in any 
preceding century-—-should be done by 


acquirement of territorial 


etc.—Dear 
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no foreign nation but ourselves. The 
canal must of necessity go through the 
territory of one of our smaller sister 
republics. We have been scrupulously 
careful to abstain from perpetrating 
any wrong upon any of these repub- 
lics in this matter. We do not wish 
to interfere with their rights in the 
least; but, while carefully safeguard- 
ing them, to build the canal ourselves 
under provisions which will enable us, 
if necessary, to police and protect it, 
and to guarantee its neutrality, we be- 
ing the sole guarantor. Our intention 
was steadfast; we desired action taken 
so that the canal could always be 
used by us in time of peace and war 
pie and in time of war could never 
be used to our detriment by any na- 
tion which is hostile to us. Such 
action, by the circumstances surround- 
ing it, was necessarily for the bene- 
fit and not the detriment of the ad- 
ajcent American republics. 
After considerably more than half 
of a century these objects have been 
exactly fulfilled by the legislation and 
treaties of the last two years. Two 
years ago we were no further advanced 
toward the c@pstruction of the isth 
mian canal on our terms than we had 
been during th® preceding eighty years. 
By the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, ratified 
in December, 1901, an old treaty with 
Great Britain, which had held 
to stand in the way, was abrogated, 
and it was agreed that the canal 
should be constructed under the aug- 
pices of the government of the United 
States, and that this government 
should have the — eh right to reg- 
ulate and man becoming the 
sole guarantor it pH 
It was expressly stipilated, further- 
more, that this guaranty of neutrality 
should not prevent the United States 
from taking any measures which i 
found necessary in to secure 
by its own forces the defense of the 


United States and the maintenance of 
public order. Immediately following 
this treaty, Congress pa a law 
under which the President ‘was au- 
thorised to to secure 


ate Panama Canal. had = 


been begun in the ter Nahe 
Caloeabia by a French company. 
rights of this company were oe 
ingly obtained and a treaty negotiated 
with the republic of Colombia. This 
treaty has just been ratified by the 
Senate. It reserves all of Colom- 
bia’s rights, while guaranteeing all 
of our own and those of neutral na- 
tions, and specifically permits us to 
take any and all measures for the de- 
fense of the canal, and for the preser- 
vation of our interests. whenever in 
our fudgemer’ an exigency may arise 
which calls for action on our part. 
In other words, these two treaties, and 
the legtelation to carry them out, have 
resulted tn our obtaining on exactly 
the terms we desired the rights and 
rivileges which we had so jong sought 
n vain. These treaties are Among the 
most tmportant that we have ever ne- 
gotiated in their effects upon the fu- 
ture welfare of this country. and mark 
a triumph of American 
of those fortunete tri- 
umphs. moreover, which redounds to 
the benefit of the entire world. 
VENEZUELAN TROUBLE. 
About the same time trouble arose 
in connection with the republic of 
Venezuela because of certain wrongs 
alleged to have been committed, and 
debts overdue, by this republic to cit- 
izens of various foreign powers, nota- 
biy England, Germany and Italy. After 
failure to reach an agreement these 
powers began a blockade of the Ven- 
ezuelan coast and a condition of quasi- 
war ensued. The concern of our gov- 
ernment was, of course, not to inter- 
fere needlessly in any quarrel so far 
as it did not touch our interests or 
eur honor, and not to take the attl- 
tude of protecting from coercion any 
power uniess we were willing to es- 
pouse the quarre] of that power, but 
to keep an attitude of watchful vigi- 
lance and see that there was no in- 
fringement of the Monroe doctrine— 
rights 
by an European power at the expense 
of a weak sister republic-—whether 
this acquisition might take the shape 
of an outright and avowed seizure of 
territory or of the exercise of control 
which would in effect be equivalent to 
such seizure. This attitude was ex- 
pressed in the two following published 
memoranda, the first being the liet- 
ter addressed by the Secretary of 
State to the German Ambassador, the 
second the conversation with the Sec- 
tary of State reported by the Brit- 
sh Ambassador: 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
Washington, Dec. 16, 1991. 
His Excellency, Dr. Von Holleben, 
Excellency: I inclose «a 
memorandum by way of reply to that 
which you did me the honor to leave 
with me on Saturday, and am, as ever, 
Faithfully yours, 
[ Signed) JOHN HAY. 
Memorandum: President in 
his message of the 3rd of December 
1901, used the following 
‘The Monroe doctrine is a dec lara- 
tion that there must be no territorial 
aggrandizement by any non-American 
power at the expense of any American 
power on American soll. It is in no 
wise intended as hostile to any nation 
in the Old World.’ 
“The President further said: 
“This doctrine has nothing to do 
with the commercial relations of any 


American power save that it in truth 


allows each of them to form such as it 
desires. ... We not guarantee 
any state against punishment if it 
misconducts that pun- 
ishment does not t the form of the 
acquisition of territory by any non- 
American power. 

“His Excellency, the German Ambas- 
rador, on his recent return from RBer- 
lin, conveyed personally to the Pres- 
ident the assurance of the German 
Emperor that His Majesty's govern- 
ment had no purpose or intention to 
make even the smaliest acquisition of 
territory on the South American con-

ritory.’ 

“In the sald memorandum of the 
lith of December, the German gov- 
ernment informs that of the United 
States that it has certain just claims 
for money and for damages wrongfully 
withheld from German subjects by the 
government of Venezuela, and that it 
proposes to take certain coercive meas- 
ures described in the memorandum 
to enforce the payment of 
claims. 

“The President of the United States, 
appreciating the courtesy of the Ger- 
man government in making him ac 

uainted with the state of affairs re 
erred to, not regarding himself 
as called upon to > Into the con- 
sideration of the claims in question, 
believes that no measures will be taken 
in this matter by the agents of the 
German government which afe not in 
accordance with the well-known = 
pose, above set forth, of His Ma 
the German Emperor.” 

Sir Michael Herbert to the Marquis 
of Lansdowne: 

“WASHINGTON, Nov. 13, 1992. 

“Il communicated to Mr. Hay this 

ing the substance of Your Lord- 
ship's telegram of the lith inst. His 
Excellency stated in reply that the 
United States government, although 
they regretted that European powers 
should use force against Central and 
Southern American countries, coula 
not object to their taking steps to ob- 
tain redress for injuries suffered by 
their ‘subjects, provided that no ac- 
quisition of territory was contem- 
plated.” 

Both powers assured us in explicit 
terms that there was not the si! test 
intention on their part to violate the 
principles of the Monroe doctrine, and 
this assurance was kept with an hon- 
orable faith which merits 
know! mt on our part 
same time, the existence of

Horticulturist Steubenrauch has ar- 
ranged in the itinerary of his coming 
trip to visit San José and Hollister, 
where he will investigate the gsplit-plt 
trouble of the peach tree, and Wat- 
sonville and Oxnard, where he will 
direct the planting of beach brass on 
the sand dunes.

Conant today presented to Secretary 
| Hay the result of his recent trip to 
| Mexico. He also had an extended in- 
terview with Secretary Root, at whose 
suggestion he came to Washington. It 
is the desire of the State «Department, 
and also of Secretary Root, to have the 
commission appointed as soon as pos- 
sible in order that work on the plan 
may be begun at once. 

The plan to be presented is under- 
stood to conform closely to the Philip- 
pines coinage law enacted at the last 
seasion of Congress. The commission 
will promptly present a plan to Eu- 
ropean countries at the conference to 
be held in London and Paris. It is de- 
sired to advance matters speedily. that 
this conference abroad may take place 
before the financiers of the Old World 
leave their businéss for the summer 
season. 

The authority for the commission is 
contained in the paragraph of the Bun- 
dry Civil Aperopriation Bill, which 
make an appropriation of $25,000 for 
an American commission. Mexico has 
not yet appointed a representative. 
There may be only one member each 
from Mexico, China and Japan. ‘The 
Mexican commissioner will undoubt- 
edly be E. C. Creel, who was in the 
United States recently and aroused 
great interest in the proposition. 


NATIONAL BANK STATEMENT. 

GROWTH OF INSTITUTIONS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—a.M.} 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—The fol- 
lowing statemem in regard to the or- 


passage of the act of March 14, 19990. 
bas been tssued from the office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency: 

“At the close of March, 1993, the law 
in relation to the organization of banks 
with minimum capital of $25,000 has 
been in operation three years and sev- 
enteen days. During that period there 
have been added to the national bank- 
ing system 1442 associations, with ag- 
gregate capital stock of $86,195,500. The 
additions to the system by conversion 
of State banks and reorganizations of 
State banks were 179 and 443, respect- 
ively, the capital of the converted 
banks amounting to $12,,226,000. and of 
the reorganized associations, $29,746,900. 
The banks organized during the period 
in question deposited as security for 
cireulation bonds to the amount of 
only $20,475,500, or a fraction less then 
24 per cent. of the capital. 

“During the month (March) fifty-six 
Mnational banks were organized with 
capital stock of $2,170,000 and bond de- 
posits of $642,550. March 31, 1903, the 
number of national banks was 4689 and 
their authorized stock was $739,.780.659. 
The amount of bonds on deposit as 
security for circulation has increased 
since March 14, 1900, from $244.611.570 to 
$342.160.770, or $97,549,200, and national- 
bank circulation shows a net increase 
during this period of $128,116,528.”

The people prefer the elec- 
tric cars for trips of comparatively 
short distances; more frequent serv- 
lce is possible: and the factor of ex- 
pense, both for equipment and opera- 
tion, is decidediy on the side of elec- 
tricity. The contest between steam 
and electricity was inevitable. It 
must co on to a finish. Out of every 
victory. and out of the final result, 
will come progress. To oppose this in- 
evitable progress is as useless as to 
oppcs? the precession of the equinoxes. 
Whichever of these forces—sieam o: 
electricity—shall he found best 
adapted to the service required, it will 
win in the end, and hold the field 
against {ts competitor. 


The Southern Pacific Company can- 
not afford to place itself acrors the 
path of progress. It should remem- 
ber| the fate of the Indian who las- 

the locomotive. and that of the 
bull which disputed with the tron 
horse the right of way. Electric 
traction is passing through a period 
of evolution. lis development has 
been rapid, ita achievements marvel- 
ous. It may be destined, in the course 
of human advancement. to displace 
steam altogether. for transporiation 
purposes, as sieam superseded the 
stage coach. No man can say what 
may be the promise and the potency 
of the fature. 


It may safely be set down as a 
demonstrated tact that electric rail- 
ways are better than steam railways 
for interurban traffic, within a radius 
of from twenty-five to fifty miles 
from populous centers. This fact hav- 
ing been demonstrated; electric rail- 
Ways for this class of traffic will 
surely be built, and will as surely su- 
persede steam for the service named. 

It is clearly for the interest of the 
city and its suburbs that the pending 
e*plicetion for a blanket franchise.

NOCKING” NATIONAL IRRIGA- 
TION. 

A recent dispatch from Washing- 
ton to The Times announced, in some- 
what sensational! language, that “Fed- 
eral irrigation of the arid lands of the 
West refuses to work out on the 


economical basis estimated by the 
Hansbrough Irrigation Bill, passed 
by Congress. It was added: 


“According to the statement made 
by Secretary Hitchcock today, the 
cost. instead of being 85 an acre, as 
has all along been estimated, will not 
be less than $11.66 an acre, and it is 
by no means certain that the expense 
can be kept within that figure. As 
the cost of irrigation is to be added 
pro rata to the customary $1.25 an 
acre charged for public tands, the 
western settler will not secure the 
bargain he may have expected.” 

To the svercge cutsider, it is a sub- 
ject for wonder that the _ i?rigation 
sharps of the Interior Department 
have been able to estimate ihe cost of 
irrigating several hundred thousand 
acres of arid lands down to a cent. 
They must have a calculating machine 
even more wonderful than that in a 
local insurance office, which adds or 
multiplies a dozen figures, by the mere 
turning of a crank. One would have 
supposed that they might have made 
it an even $12 while they were about 
it. 

By the way, it would be interesting 
to learn where the author of this dis- 
patch got the information on which he 
based his statement that “the cost, 
instead of being $5 an acre, as has all 
along been estimated etc.” It may be 
possible that in some of the govern- 
ment reports this estimate of .$5 ‘an 
acre has been made, but. we never 
heard of it before.’ We do not sce 
how any such estimate could ever 
have been made, if it was made, ex- 
cep by including irrigation systems 
built practically by the labor of the 
farmers themselves, and not charging 
the value of this labor in the cost of 
the construction. We do not know of 
any system of irrigation works in the 
United States, built by the actual tn- 
vestment of capital to pay the cost of 
constructing the works. which was 
built for anywhere near as low a fig- 
ure as $5 an acre.

STATESMAN.

Senator Beveridge’s 
of His Services. 
—— 
Much Altention Commanded by 
His Speech on Statehood 
Bill— Will He Return ?

WASHINGTON, March 26.—There 
was a time in the history of the 
United States, when to be a great 
orator was of prime importance in @ 
Senatorial career. In those days great 
orations were delivered in the Senate, 
and the orations had their effect upon 
the Benate and upon the country. 
The Senators who were capable of de- 
livering great orations were the men 
who formulated and carried out the 
policies of the Senate—they were the 
men of influence there. 

The_ most finished orator in the Sen- 
ate now is George F. Hoar of Masea- 
chusetts, a scholar of great learning. 
a statesman of high attainments, and 
a finished gentieman of the New 
England type, now almost passed 
away. With the exception of Sena- 
tor Hoar, Willlam ©. Endicott, one 
time Secretary of War in the Cabinet 
of President Cleveland, was the last 
of this type to occupy public place in 
Washington. Senater Hear, however 
wide may be his worldly knowledge, 
however broad may be his range of 
intellectual vision, is not by any man- 
ner of means the most influential man 
in the United States Senate. Nor is 
he the second or third or fourth ofr 
fifth most influential man in that 
body Uratory is not influence in the 
Senate any more. Hard business sense 
is the great controlling factor in Sena- 
torial work, and the man who comes 
to the Senate with a head full of that, 
coni-olled by a clear conveption = of 
public duty, is the man whe is bound 
to become a power in the Senate, if ne 
so elects. Aldrich, Allison, Platt of 
Connecticut, Hale, Quay—not one of 
these men can make a really finished 
speech. They all talk fairly well, but 
they are not orators. 

One day last winter, The Times cor- 
respondent was having a chat with 
a young Senator Mr. heveridge of In- 
diana. the chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Terrliories, abou ihe 
Statehood Bil! Benator of Call- 
fornia is a member of that cammit- 
tee, and was opposed to the passage 
of the bill, as was Senator Beveridge. 


Estimate 


The conversation turned, finally, upen 
' the subject of the Hon. Thomas Rob- 
ert Bard of California, as a Senator 
of the United States and Senator 
Beveridge said, in subetance, this: 
“Senator Bard ts one of the growing 
and coming men of the Benate. I re- 
member well when he first came inte 
the body. teok his seat and began the 
study of legislation. He Woe so retir- 
ing that few of the Benators ac- 
quainted with him at first, bur be- 
gan to be seen presently that here » as 
aman wh advice was worth having, 
and his advice was soon sought. At 
this time there is no Senator whose 
advice | would rather have upen a 
matter that he has 
Senator Bard, and I have heard Gen- 
ators who are old in the service say 
the same thing. It is today generally 


is as sound as 4 rock—that you can't 
move him by any little storm that 
comes up. He has become a power fof 
conservatiem in the Benate.”’ 

Benator Beveridge said this with a 
good deal of intensity. His enthusiasm 
over Senator Bard as a careful adviser 
upen important matters was born of 
direct experience upon more than one 
occasion, as he himeelf was free to ad- 
mit, and what is set down here as his 
opinion of Senator Bard contains noth- 
ing of the personal enthusiasm exhib- 
ited by the brilliant Indianan. 

Without referring to the records that 
have been made by the men who have 
represented California in the Senate 
from the beginning of her Statehood 
down to the present—and they are a 
goodly company. a8 a whole. with 
some brilliant examples among them, 
one of the most conspicuous being that 
Democrat of fragrant memory, Stephen 
Mallory White-—the mark that Senator 
Bard is making among his colleagues 
is certain to redound to the everlast- 
ing credit of California—the State that 
stands in national affairs as the one 
that sesnes the dash and enterprise 
of the West with the conservatism and 
solidity of the East. the State 
sessing greater national pride than any 
other, and greater local pride than 
any. with two exceptions—Massachu- 
setts and Virginia. It is the habit in 
Washington to liken Senater Bard to 
the deceased James McMillan of Mich- 
igan, who served many years in the 
Senate and made but one speech, yet 
by his quiet force. by his studious 
thought, by his wncompromising up- 
rightness in all things, he made for 
himeelf the fame of being the foremost 
of the long line of able men whom 
Michigan has sent to sit in the greatest 
werrarentvs bedy on the face of the 
earth.

three sessions of Congress and part of 
another session, being the last part 
of the session of 1 1900. He has 


made one speech. It was a « 

against the admission of the Terettontes 
of Arizona, New Mexico and Okla- 
homa to Statehood. At the time that 
Senator Bard delivered his apeech sev- 
eral million words had been said upor 
the subject in the Senate. and ai- 
though Senator Bard cannot lay claim 
to being an orator, no speech at- 
tracted so much comment and com- 
manded so much careful reading 
ameng Senators as did his. He had 
really thought about the subject. tn- 
vestimated it. and deapite the flow of 
words, words, nothing but words that 
had gone before. he presented new facts 
for the consideration of the thoughtful 
men in the Senate of the United States 
who had this great question to settle. 
It was an achievement such as an 
orator ought to have accomplished. but 
such as an orator rarely dees accome- 
plish: for your Senatorial orator wants 
glittering generalities instead of cold. 
business-like facts. They go better 
with graceful gestures; they are better 
fitted to the play of voice and expres- 


sion.

Dato Pagliman Hassan, Most Powerful 
Leader in Jolo, Gives Assurances to 


Col. Wallace. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED’ PRESS—a 

MANILA, April 2.—[{By Manila Ca- 
ble.] The situation in Jolo is more 
promising. Dato Pagliman Hasean, 
the most powerful native leader, vise- 
ited Col. Wallace and accepted the 
colonel's explanation of American pol- 
icy. He promised to be peaceful. 

There has heen considerable inter- 
tribal trouble, but no demonstrations 
have occurred lately in Jolo against 
Americans. 

Gen. Davis has planned to locate a 
strong military post in the center of 
Jolo Island. The general, as represe: 
tative of the Philippine government, 
will go to Jolo shortly, and have a 
conference with the Sultan. The gov- 
ernment is desirous of abrogating the 
Bates treaty with the Sultan, which 
has proved unworkable and which con- 
flicts with the American laws. The 
government also wishes to estabileh 
a government for the Moros, and for- 
mulate a definite Moro policy. 

At present the military autherities 
exercise general contro] over the datos. 
The military prevent the recapture of 
fugitive slaves and punish fSagrant 
crimes, but they do not Interfere with 
slavery, polygamy or tribal customs. 
The general conditions are unsatis- 
factory and reform is imperative. The 
government has heretofore refrained 
from taking action, as it did not Geatve 


to cause trouble.

Realization Bears Dr. John 
H. Lillie to Grave. 


Inventor of the Electric Motor 
Buried Yesterday. _ 


Aged Los Angeles Worker of 
Wonders Made a Mark. 
Fatal Fail. 


~ 

An electric street car yesterday aft- 
ernoon bore to a grave in Pasadena 
Cemetery the remains of the man who 
invented the electric motor. At the 
close of a remarkable career, lacking 
in length ten years of a rounded cen- 
tury, the achievement of a mighty 
dream served as a vehicle to bear the 
dreamer's clay to the earthen house 
and the couch of dreamless sieep. ‘ 

There are dreamers of dreams and 
dreamers of truths. The former see 
visions, the latter launch mighty re- 
sults. John Hoyt Lillie was of the lat- 
ter. e was buried from Los Ange- 
les yesterday, and in his passing there 
departed one of the truly great me- 
chanical scientists of the age. Born 
almost a century ago, a man of wide 
experience, large travel and active 
career, he spent the last sixteen years 
of his life in the city of Los Angeles— 
finally to meet death by a fall in the 
yard at the rear of his own home. 

Thursday of last week Dr. Lillie in- 
advertently stepped off of the back 
porch of his West Fourth-street resi- 
dence and plunged six feet to the flag- 
ging. He sustained a fractured skull, 


was rendered unconscious, and hovered 


lucid to the Initiated, and perplexing 
Greek to the layman. 
FOUGHT GRIM WOLF. 

Until the latter end of his life, Dr. 
Lillie enwaged poverty as the keenest 
foe of his scientific abilities and me- 
chanical conceptions. Though an as- 
eociate for half a century with many 
great and a few influential men, he 
proved a wanderer far from Fortune's 
smile, until sixteen years ago, when 
with his family, he came to Los An- 
eeles and cast his lot with the Angel 
City folk. He had accumulated a 
modest competence, and this he in- 
vested wisely in Los Angeles, buying 
and selling real estate, turning over 
his money, prospering, until at the 
time of his death he had amassed 4 
fortune of not less than a quarter of a 
million of dollars.

“Not many men have seen the toys 
of their youth grow into useful prod- 
ucts and blossom ‘out into the worild- 
wide-reaching industries as has Dr. 
Lillie of Los Angeles, who seems to 
be the pioneer railway inventor in 
America. Contemporary with the ex- 
periments of Morse in telegraphy, Dr. 
Lillie, then residing in Joliet, Ill, was 
deeply engaged in electrical experi- 
ment, the most satisfactory of which 
was an electrical traction motor. It 
was not until 1850, however, that the 
Patent Office issued the papers which 
recorded as “No. 7287" the allegation of 
an improvement tn’ ‘electro-magnetic 
engines.” The text of the patent pro- 
claims that the sajd Lillie hes invented 
‘a new and usefal machine for the 
generation of electro-magnetic power.’ 
The Review article here introduces a 
technical description of the toy-wonder 
mechanism, and proceeds to explain 
that “the claim of ‘newness’ made is: 
First, the employment of induced elec- 
tricity, inducing electricity tm the 
secondary electro-magnets to be used 
motive power, in connection with 
the prime mover, and to neutralize tbe 
secondary currents of the principal 
magnets formed by the direct current 
from the battery.”

| In 181, Dr. Lillie settled itn Joliet, 


Ill, and there continued his investiga- 
tions, building a _ circular railroad 
twelve feet in diameter, on which an 
engine designed by him was driven 
by electricity. To have his invention 
patented was the next step to te 
taken, and being without money, he 
decided to exhibit his model and de- 
liver lectures on electricity, which he 
did in Chicago aa Peoria. In the lat- 
ter place he attract the attention of 
Senator Thomas H. Benton of Mis- 
souri, who gave him letters of itntro- 
duction to Prof. Henry of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and to other prom- 
inent men in Washington, who assisted 
him financially. 

In 1850. Dr. Lillie obtained his pat- 
ent for the first electric motor, though 
not until he had gone through a trying 
siege. An officer of the Patent Office 
tried to steal Dr. Lillie’s claim to the 
invention, and might have accom- 
plished the despicable fraud had not 
Prof. Henry made dire threats of «x- 
posure and disgrace. 

In order to raise money with which 
to develop his invention toward the 
point of commercial value. Dr. Lillle 
engaged in further lecturing tours, 
upon one of which he met the late P. 
T. Barnum, who paid him $250 for a 
model of the new motor, for exhibition 
in Barnum'’s New York Museum. This 
proved a costly incident to the inven- 
tor, for the public, upon seeing the 
model in the museum took the wrong 
cue and looked upon “Lillie’s pet” as a 
freak toy rather than as the beginning 
of immeasurable commercial achieve- 
ments. 

A TRUE PREDICTION. 

In 188 Dr. Idllie removed to Hor- 
nelisville, N. Y.. whtere he continued 
his experiments to produce an electric 
light by using fine platinum wire, 
which would often burn. This expert- 
ment was exhibited by Dr. Lillie in

SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


Boaré of Public Works Members De- 
clare That Names of Real Backers 
Must Be Forthcoming at Hearing To- 


day—Mitchell Mentioned. 


This afternoon the bianket franchise 
application will come to a hearing be- 
fore the Board of Public Works. 
Members of that commitee assert a de- 
termination to force the hand of W. M. 
Garland and to demand further knowl. 
edge of the backers of the bianket ap- 
plication before considering it further. 
They say they will not concern theim- 
Selves with mysterious plans-eemanating 
from unknown franchise magnates. 

That the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company will be named, in the event 
that Garland reveals his ostensible 
backers, is considered highly improb- 
abie. It was learned from a reliable 
Source yesterday that the agents of the 
company are making frantic endeavors 
to secure the consent of prominent east- 
@fm financiers to allow their naimes to 
be used in connection with some scheme 
of great import and it is surmised that 
the bianket franchise application is the 
question at issue. 

Indications multiply that the plhns of 
the franchise backers were not fully 
Matured when ithe application was 
filed with the Council, or were upset 
by some unexpected event. It would 
mot be surprising if the attorneys 
Should request a continuance of the 
hearing until a iater time, when the 
board meets this afternoon. 

Persistently the name of John J. 
Mitchell, president of the Ilinois Loan 
and Savings Bank, has been mentioned 
im connection with the mysterious fran- 
Chise application. Mr. Mitchell is so- 
Sourning in Southern California, and 
Was the guest of Mr. Garland at a the- 
ater party Wednesday night. The Chi- 
cago banker was heavily interested in 
the old Consolidated Rallway Company 
at one time, and he is said to be dis- 
*antiy related to Garland. Because of 
@ few scintilias of evidence gathered 
here and there one city official posi- 
tively declared yesterday that Mitchell 
ie the man behind the application. 
Whether he is the Moses to lead the 
seuthern Pacific into the promised land, 
wr is acting independently, this official 
could not state. 

W. F. Herrin of the Southern Pacific 
law Gepartment will be in Los Angeles 
next Monday, and his visit here is pre- 
Sumed to have some bearing on the 
franchise situation, although he has 
oer purpose in coming here at that 
“I know that the Southern Pacific is 
packing this application,” deciared 
John A. Muir, general manager of the 
Les Angeles Railway Company yester- 
gay. “There are a hundred ways in 
which I know that the company is be- 
hind the franchise, but—wel!, I can't 
talk to you on that for publication. 
Although I can't tell you how I know; 
I @o know for a certainty that the 
BHouthern Pacific is behind the echeme.”’ 

Manager Muir made some further 
Statements regarding the situation 
which he said were not for publication 
that are strongly indicative of the 
hand of the Southern Pacific.

DEATH OF MRS 7 
. LEE. 


Autopsy on the Woman Discloses 


Marks of Violence—Brutal Consort 
Said to Have Beaten Her. 


It is possible that there were causes 
contributing to the death of Mr«. An- 
nie Lee besides drinking and the pill 
for which she is said to have paid $5. 
Dr. G. W. Campbell performed an ay- 
topsy on the body of the woman at 
Bresee Bros.’ morgue yesterday morn- 
ing, and found that the left cheek and 
lower lip were bruised and discolored 
as though from a heavy blow. 

Mrs. Lee was found dead in bed in 
the shack at No. 718 Gibbons street 
Wednesday night. With her was a 
woman giving the name of Mrs. Me. 
Bride. This woman and neighbors 
said that Mre. Lee had been a heavy 
drinker, and Mrs. McBride stated that 
the dead woman had taken medicine 
to relieve her delicate condition, as 
she was enceinte. 

It was stated to the Coroner, howevef, 
that Mrs. Lee's consort. a bartender at 
the Golden Eagle, had beaten her. Mrs. 
McBride said that the bartender had 
hit the woman on the jaw about a 
week ago. The result of the autonsy 
bears out these facts, but does not 
necessarily incriminate the bartender, 
as further examination showed that 
the woman had been an unusually 
heavy drinker and had taken very 
harmful medicine. Coroner Trout 
stated that the part the bartender 
played In the woman's death may have 
been important, and that a further in- 
vestigation will be made. 

Mre. Lee left two children, a hoy 
and a girl, who are in an orphan asy- 
lum. Among the effects of the woman 
wae an insurance policy for $120. Her 
mother lives in Briton, Pa.. and a Jet- 
ter from a sister was found, which In- 
dicates that there is some real prop- 
erty there in the dead woman's name. 
The Coroner willl hold an inquest this 
morning.

LAUNCH PURITAN’S PERILOUS 
TRIP TO SAN DIEGO. 


Craft Has Close Call frem Going on 
Rocks at Caves of La Jolla—Night of 
Terror Passed by Pleasure Party on 
Stormy Water—San Diego Briefs.

SAN DIEGO April 2 —The gasoline 
launch Puritan, Capt, H. Hall, which 
left Long Beach yesterday morning 
for this city with a party of twelve 
people on board, arrived this evening 
with five of the men and with a story 
of a miraculous escape: last night off 
the rugged cliffs and caves of La Jolla. 

The Puritan is thirty-eight feet long, 
nine feet beam and draws three feet 
of water, and is owned by J. B. Holley 
and J. L. Ong, of Long Beach. Under 
command of H. Hall and Harry Pet- 
tit, as engineer, she was chartered to 
bring the following party to San 
Diego, to remain here until Saturday: 
Mr. and Mrs. I. -&. Gould, two sons, 
aged 10 and & Miriam, lowa: Mr. Dar- 
ington of Massachusetts; Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Pettit, Long Beach: Mr. John- 
tourist; Mr. White and a man 
believed to be his brother, tourists, 
and a young! man from Long Beach, 
hame unknown. 

All went well in ,the ninety-mile run 
until after sunset, when the boat was 
off La Jolia fifteen miles north of San 
Diego. Then something, as to which 
stories differ, happened. Hall says 
he mistook the lights of La Jolla for 
those of San Diego. La Jolla has no 
harbor, the broad expanse of open sea 
reaching out from the cliffs and caves 
of the resort. 

When Hall was warned of his dan- 
ger by the La Jollans, who rushed 
frantically along the cliffs waving 
lanterns and shouting, he was within 
100 feet of the shore upon, which 
breakers forty feet high were running 
and with the wind blowing a gaie.

VALUABLE 
BY SONORA COMPANY. 


American Capitalists Find Plenty of 
Openings—Poland, Mill Closed Owing 
to Eight-hour Con- 
roy Fined for Contempt. 


Another group of valuable mineral 
properties in the famous Moctezuma 
district of Sonora, Mex., has been ac- 
quired by the Sonora Development 
Company, now one of the biggest min- 
ing operators in that part of he coun- 
try. By the recent transfer the Sonora 
company has obtained control of the 
Pittsburgh, Portland, New York, Velox, 
Kangaroo, Three Georges, 8. Louis, 
Peking. Boston and Maine mines, all 
of which have been opened up. 

Several of these properties were 
purchased of Henry Eisenhart of 
Moctezuma, who is now In the city, and 
who stated yesterday that already ar- 
rangements are being made to begin 
extensive development. The mines are 
gold propositions, and are situated in 
what is known as the Huacal camp, 
six miles east of Nacogari. The ore 
body is from two to ten feet in width, 
and carries high values of the sorre!) 
metal. The company is building a ten- 
mamp mill. 

“No district in Mexicd gives promise 


of better things than Mocteszuma,” said 
Mr. Eisenhart yesterday, “and tt is 
now one of the most active. The town 


of Moctezuma has a population of 
fully 4000, and it is the supply center 
of a number of camps, among them be- 
ing the Huacal, San Miguel, Opoto, 
Huasabas, Nacozari. There is quite a 
fair representation of Americans there. 
One of the most prominent is George 
F. Woodward, who, besides being gen- 
eral manager of the Sonora Develop- 
ment Company. owns other valuable 
properties and is one of the largest 
cattle owners in the State of Sonora. 

“There is a good opening for Ameri- 
can capital that goes in there with 
the intention of in 
opening up properties. ld is not 


lying around to be picked up, but in- 
telligent development will open up 
valuable deposits. 


“The Sonora Development Company 
is a consolidation of thirty-five mines, 
embracing the interests of the Good- 
lander Mining and Milling Company. 
The company has gold, silver and 
copper deposits that promise great 
richness, and within the next thirty 
days several hundred men wil! be on 
the company's pay roil.” 

In the same district, the EF! Globo 
was recently purchased by Milwaukee 
capitalists, who are now erecting a 
ten-stamp mill. The San José# mine 
was also recently sold. A French 
syndicate secured this property for 
something like $60,000. It has a ten- 
stamp mil! almost ready for business. 
In the Nacozgari camp the Phelps- 
Dodge company is erecting a smelter 
that will have a capactly for 500 tons 
of ore daily.

NIONISM ON DECLINE 
IN SAN PEDRO. 


FUTILE EFFORT OF BOSS CRAIG TO 
FOMENT TROUBLE. 


Men in Lumber Yards Refuse to Obey 
Order to Strike—Desperate Agitators 
Appeal to Gompers—Andrew Furuseth 
to Investigate. 


SAN PEDRO, April 2.—"Boss” Craig 
and other union labor dictators and 
trouble breeders are continuing their 
agitation for a strike in the lumber 
yards, but the men won't stand for it. 
They realize that the union demands 


are contrary to all reason, and say they 
will absolutely refuse to support the 
Craig outfit. Several meetings of tie 
union have been held, but in each case 
Craig and his backers were downed by 
an overwhelming majority. 


A report was circulated early this 


morning to t effect that unless the 
lumber com les would recognize the 
union, the men would walk out at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. It was evi- 
dently a “scare,"’ hatched up by the 
Craigites, as it failed utterly. There | 
was no suspension of work in any of 
the yards today, and a large number of 
the men assert that they had no inten- 
tion of striking. 


From a very substantial source it is 


learned that an effort will be made at 
the next regular meeting of the union 
to oust Craig entirely. Many of the 
members are dissatisfied with his un- 
savory dictation, and say he is respon- 
sible for the present trouble. 


Gompers Appealed To. 
Craig and the minor bosses of the San 


Pedro unions are trembling in their 
boots lest the organization break up, 
and they lose their fat jobs as walking 
nuisances, Yesterday afternoon, ac- 
cording to information which leaked 
out from a union source in Los Angeles, 
Craig and his co-loafers got together 
and wired Samuel Gompers, the chief 
of the whole outfit, that the life of the 
San Pedro unions is at stake, and that 
something must be done to make them 
win the fight now being waged. 
Gompers replied that he will send a 
representative, and that man is An- 
drew Furuseth of San Francieco, secre- 
tary of the Sailors’ Union of the Pa- 
cific. This appeal to headquarters is a 
good indication of the unions’ weakness 
in San Pedro.

AEOUT CIGARETTES. 


Many Mistakes of Belief Concerning 
the Various Brands Used—Egyptian 


Tobacco a Myth. 


[Washington Times:] “That the 
American public loves to be humbuged 
is shown by the extraordinary popu- 
_larity of what is known as ‘Egyptian 
cigarettes.’ said the man behind the 


counter of a Pennsyl!lvania-avenue ci- 


gar store one day last week. “Of the 
five hundred varieties of these articles 


now in the market it is almost safe 


to affirm that nine-tenthe have had as 
little relation to Egypt as the men who 
use them under the impression that | 


they came from Alexandria or Cairo. 

“In the first place, there is no such 
thing as Egyptian tobacco. The cul- 
ture of the leaf is forbidden by law 
in that country. The reason of the 
prohibition involves a curious chapter 
in trade history. 


“The best cigarette tobacco of the | 
East is Turkish, and it is used in Rus- | 


sia, Turkey, Egypt and nearly all the 
Mediterranean countries. Long ago it 


| rifled the murdered man’s pockets, He was found that Turkieh tobacco in go- | 


ing from Constantinople to Alexandria 
underwent a sweating which improved 
its favor. If carried a shorter dis- 
tance, say to Beyrut, or a longer one, 
to Algiers, there was no improvement. 
This gave a prestige to the Egyptian 
cigarette made of Turkish ~ tobacco 
which brought wealth to the manufac- 
turer and a heavy revenue to the State. 
In order to increase this revenue the 
government at one time took meas- 
ures to grow the leaf in the Delta, but 
the result proved an unpleasant sur- 
prise. Though grown from Turkish 
seed, the weed proved inferior, and the 
cigarettes made from it fell flat on the 
market. The disfavor extended to the 
legitimate traffic. Manufacturers com- 
plained and the government found a 
deficit in it. returns. To make amends 
a law was passed forbidding tobacco 
culture, and ever since then the 
Eeyptian cigarette has been made of a 
fine grade of the Turkish leaf and 
French cigarette paper. 

“The country exports a large num- 
ber of cigarettes, and a very small 
quantity of tobacco, not enough, in 
fact. to make as many so-called 
‘Egyptians’ as are smoked in twenty- 
four hours in the United States and 
Great Britain. The tobacco of the do- 
mestic Egyptians is Turkish of all 
sorts of grades, and also Syrian, Greek, 
Roumelian. Roumanian and Russian. 
All of these bear a family resemblance, 
which is increased by the sweating 
received in the hold of the steamer 
which brings them from the Levant tc 
New York. In color these varieties 
range from the pale yellow of the Rou- 
melian to the brown of the Odessa leaf. 
The yellow leaf is preferred by the 
Americans: the brown by Austrians 
Italians. Russians and Russian Jews. 

“If Egyptian cigarettes were made 
from Turkish tobaccos exclusively 
there would be but little cause of com- 
plaint. Most dealers ‘blend’ the leaf 
that is. they mix it with yellow Vir- 
gin'a and North Carolina. Some have 
the to admii it. and print on 
their goods ‘A genuine Turkish biend,’ 
"Blended Turkish and Virginia.’ ete.. 
but most of them defy the goddess of 
truth and emblazon the packages 
‘Superior Quality Genuine Egyptian.’ 
The credulous American uses the stuff, 
and, closing his eyes, sees the Sphinx 
and the Pyramids.”

It is said that 
Mrs. Mount frequently left home be- 
cause she couldn't stand the treatment 
an minute longer; but she always went 
back. 
A short time ago she became in- 
sane, and was sent to Highiand. 

Mr. Mount came into court yester- 
day and asked to be appointed guardian 
of her estate and person. She has a 
separate estate valued at $16,000. 
When Mount's petition came up, Mrs.’ 
Susan Houser, the mother, interposed 
a counter petition. 

She states to the court in this peti- 
tion that the husband is not a fit 
person to be the guardian of his wife.

Students of church history wil] find 
_fmuch that is both interesting and in- 
_ @tructive in Dr. Samuel M. Zwem- 
ere historical biography of Raymond 
Lull, the firet missionary to the Mos- 
_jlem=. Perhaps there is none so thor- 
Mughiy qualified to write of this mar- 
tyred son of the church as Dr. Zwem- 
er. and as this is the first English hie- 
itery of the life and works of Lull, 
‘ithis accomplishment will he accorded a 
Gauble consideration. Lull wag born 
Palma on the Island of Majorca, 
12%.

NURSING. By & Virginia Levies 
Pubtiehing Company. Philadelphia 
“It is strange that, while none but 


the exceptional man or woman would 
interfere with the work of the artisan, 
yet too many believe they know some- 
thing of the deep mysteries of medi- 
cine, and are ever ready to set up their 
unlearned judgment where the vital 
question of health—even life, may be 
at stake. The advocates of high ad- 
Vancement in the art of home-making 
suggest the desirability of a special 
reom for the use of a possible sick 
member of the household. Such an 
apartment could be temporarily put to 
Other uses, and \acated when occasion 
might arise. To be lofty, airy and 
sunny, are among the first requisites 
of an ideal room- An open fireplace 
will insure means for heating, com- 
bined with the best mode for securing 
ventilation. The finishing should be 
of hard wood, the walls and ceiling 
painted in a neutral tint, and the floor 
stained and varnished. Lay down a 
few small rugs. which may be easily 
lifted up and shaken. Let the furni- 
ture be plain, with no stuffed pieces, 
and consisting of oniy such articles as 
are necessary: including a couch for 
the convenience of the nurse.” 

With this very commendable propo- 
sition, 8S. Virginia Levig-intréduces the 


fund of practical wiedge to be 
found in the pages of “Nursing,” a 
little volume designed to heip the 


nurse and expedite the performance of 
her duties. It should be in every home 
for it gives the fullest directions for 
the care of the sick in all simple as 
well as the more serious ailments. The 
information is put in a concise form 
and may be acquired easily and hastily.

Aft a 
high ecclesiastic of the church of the 
One who ever identified Himeelf more 
clos@ly with the estate of the poor than 
of the rich, tt would have appeared 
more seemly had he not made himeelf 
beholden to Pierpont Morgan for the 
eastern trip of which his book, “The 
East of Today and Tomorrow.” is the 
record—or, rather, from which the 
views herein expressed were derived. 
His views and impressions of the Chi- 
nese, the Japanese, the Filipinos and 
the Hawatlians, to which the versatile 
writer gives expression, are often orig- 
inal enough, buat do not frequently con- 
vince the reader of any real value. One 
of the inferences to which he lays him- 
self open is a belief that the Hawalians 
had better have been left untouched by 
religion and civilization. On the same 
grounds of the depravity following in 
the wake of civilization. a similar ob- 
servation might be made concerning 
any savage people. The position of the 
bishop is theologically untenable, so- 
clologically indefensible, and in con- 
travention of the teachings of history 
as to the ultimate benefite following 
upon the introduction of high ideals 
and methods of living among primitive 
peoples. The style of the book is often 
indicative of carelessness, and palpably 
shows the marks of hurried construc- 
tion. Still, it is readable and possessed 
of some value.

pages of foolishness, but to those fa- 
miliar with the ways of animals it 
will be one long laugh from beginning 
to end.

Mrs. Ward's Latest.

LADY ROSE'S DAUGHTER. Ky Mrs. Hum 
phry Ward. Harper & Brothers, New York. 
“Lady Rose's Daughters,” Mrs. 


Humphry Ward has departed from 
the straight and narrow path to. which 
she has faithfufly adhered during al! 
the years of a remarkable literary ca- 
reer, and has launched out upon ways 
and by-ways hitherto unknown to 
Humphry Wardiem; which proves 
that, in spite of the pessimists, there is 
still! much for which to be thankful. 
“Lady Rose's Daughter” is a fascinat- 
ing book—one of those productions 
that make you sit up into the wee sma’ 
hours, regardiess of the preachments 
of the health culturiets. It is true that 
in this work as in her others (notably 
“Eleanor’) Mre. Ward displays her 
incomprehensible predilection for at- 
tenuated women: she loses no oppor- 
tunity to impress upon the reader Mlle. 
Jille Le Breton’s lack of too, too solid 
flesh: mention is made—quite casually, 


of course—of her thin shoulders, thin 
hands, and of the artis manner in 
which she draped her nts to hdle 


the absence of those "curves which 
thie writer alone evidently does not 
consider essential to the physical well- 
being of her heroine. Nevertheless, Mrs. 
Ward makes you feel that this is some- 
thing more than a creature eof her 
imagination. From the moment of her 
introduction to the reader, Mile. Julie 
commands attemion in a manner which 
ise almost uncanny. Not that one likes. 
her. No one in his sober ge could 
possibly like such a person. or one 
feels that her smallest act was pre- 
meditated and had in view some sel- 
fies ovrnnee—that even every raising 


of “her thin, beautiful hands” meant 
some ultertor motive. Mile. Julie may 
not cal! forth the admiration or even 
the sympathy @ the unconventional; 
but she will fascinate them for all that, 
Just as she did half of London. Bmali 
wonder was it that she fretted aga'net 
the petty restraints of that world in 
which she lived and moved and yet of 
which she was not a part. That world, 


to which by right of bleod ehe he- 
longed. could wot recognize her be- 
cause church and Siate had nel bee 
requested to ratify the union be- 
per parents. Intellectually and 


in every other way, she wae the equal 
if not the superior of Lady Henry. 
whose “companion” she was; yet this 
crabbed old person who was making 
a valiant fight to retain he: hold upon 
the world which she had once held in 
the hollow of her hand. treeted the 
proud but self-contained young woman 
as if she were an underbred hireilig, 
and, finally, ase if she were an inter- 
loper. By this time, the reading pub- 
lle must be well aware of the fact that 
this situation of Mrs. Ward's work was 
lifted bodily from French memoirs re- 
lating to Mme. de Deffand and Miie. 
Julie de Lespinasse. Except that the 
time of her work is the 
the scene England instead of France. 
the author has displayed what, it 
would seem, has to some persons been 
a startling fidelity to facts. Appar- 
ently this lavish use of ready-made 
tnaterial is regarded as something of a 
crime: but personally. we consider 
that Mre. Ward but proved her literary 
acumen by thus being the first to aval! 
herself of that which wes at the dis- 


posal of anyone and everyone. The 
statesman, the soldier. the philan- 
thropic baronet. - the lovable little 


duchess, and the other personages who 
were inseparably linked with the life 
of Rose's Daughter.” are 
draw wit « etrenagth that has vital- 
ize dthem: vet beside that masterpiece 
of the writer's art—Mlie. Julie herself 
—they pale almost into insignifican-e. 
The indiscretion which resuited in her 
dismiasal from the employ of Lady 
Henry was the outcome of an impulee 
due to her hereditary love for that bril- 
lant society which flattered her with 
its admiration. To be sur® Julle 
need not have given way to this im- 
pulse: but then Julie wished to do so, 
and what she wished to do was what 
Juile the end. if not tn the be- 
ginning. ia is reaily the keynote of 
a very complex, baffling character. Ju- 
lie’s desires were her law, as they 
had been her mother’s law before her. 
Smarting always under the stigma of 
her birth. with en tinborn§ love of 
pleasure and dislike of hardship. she 
made haste to graep those joys, how- 
ever ephemeral, which were within her 
reach. The world did not acknowled«ce 
her right to existence. therefore she 
did not owe that world any acknow!l- 
edgement of her recognition of its con- 
ventional laws. She loved—or thought 
she loved—Warkworth: hence she per- 
mitted that love to lead ber like a will- 
o'-the-wisp. And when death removed 
Warkworth, she. in an astonishingly 
short time. bestowed her affections 
where thev richtfullv belonged—upon 
her husbend. The end of the book sees 
Julie triumphant—a loved and loving 
wife and, (which should haye been. 
but which is not a minor consideration) 
a duchess Ento the bargain. And the 
reader is giad that the book ende 
where it does, and thus gives Julie the 
henefit of the doubt regerdine her fu- 
ture: for by the time the final page 
is reached. so real a creature has Julle 
become, that the imagination must 
stray off and endeavor to peer into the 
days to come. Tt is vpossible—indeed 
probable—that so vacillating a person 
as Julie would ere long tire of the 
admirable Delafield... itn enite of his 
strawberry leaves: and one wonders 
who will be the next recipient of the 
affections of thie manv-sided. brilliant 
and altogether perplexing woman.

Zola’s “Truth.” 
TRUTH (VERITE.) By Emile Zola. John 

Lane, New York. 

As long as the works of Emile Zola 
retain any place in the memory of 
man, just so long will there be a 
marked diversity of opinion regarding 
their merit, their mission and their 
effect. As to the literary quality of 
his works—they are marvels of detail 
and painstaking, uneparing patience; 
but personally we have always won- 
dered how Zola managed to exist so 
long in company with his ovwn mind. 
The horrid phantoms of that mind 
must have haunted him, sieeping and 
waking, just as its products are night- 
mares and monstrosities In the world 
of literature. It would appear that 
to Zola nothing was beautiful. If he 
paints an innocent child with an an- 
gelic, face it must, perforce, have a 
crooked spine; if he describes a beau- 
tiful woman, he conveys the impression 
that, after all, she was nothing more 
elevated than a handsome animal. 
Doubtless when he saw a perfect rose- 
bud its very perfection excited his sus- 
picion, and he must needs pull apart 
its petals to find the offending yet en- 
tirely harmless green insect that lies 
close to the heart of every rose. We 
do. not Intend to convey the impression 
of our disbelief in the depravity which 
ie invariably Zola's theme; nor do we 
believe it to be exaggerated. But we 
are convinced that by this unvaried 
portrayal of the very lowest moral 
depths to which humanity can #ink, 
the great novelist has overreached 
himeelf—hbas thwarted his own aime; 
for even those who might profit by and 
value his works for their sociological 
worth, will turn with loathing from 
their noxious atmosphere. In our opin- 
ion, this is applicable to his last work, 
“Truth.” It is the third of a series 
which the would-be reformer of France 
was pleased to regard as an evan- 
geliatic series; the fourth will never be 
given to the public, for on the very 
day on which its writing was to have 
been commenced death stepped in and 
interfered. The basis of “Truth” k& 
the Dreyfus case; and there is not the 
slightest attempt to disguise any of 
those who were connected with that 
thame of France. That the Jew who is 
wrongfully accused of a hideous crime 
is a schoolmaster and not an officer tn 
the army and that it is the priests of 
the Roman Catholic Church upon 
whom the guilt should rest, is in no 
wise misieading ar “to the actual 
foundation of the work. The Roman 
Catholic Church as Zola beheld it is 
bared to the gaze of the world: there 
is no doubt that in thie inetitution he 
Saw the mother of the iniquity of 
France. And just how this is, one para- 
graph will explain: “It was that 
church which, with the patient tactics 
of a tenacious worker, had baerred the 
roads, and gradually seized on all 
those poor, dense minds which others 
had tried to wrest from its domination. 
She had always fully understood thet 
she must remain the master of the 
educational system in order that she 
might create night and falsehood as 
she listed. if she desired to keep the 
bodies and souls of the masses in sub- 
jection... Thus it was on the bat@efield 
of the schools that she had once again 
waged hostilities. displaying marvelous 
suppleness in her hypecritical craft. 
pretending even to be republican, and 
availing herseif of the lews of freedom 
to keep within the prison house of her 
dogmas and superstitions the millions 
of children. whom those «ame laws hed 
been devieed to liberate. And all those 
children were young breins won over 
to error, future soldiers for the religion 
of spoliation and cruelty which reigned 
over the hateful society of the era.”
